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ASSING THROUGH ST. LOUIS several weeks 

ago, I was attracted by the signs on a shoe- 

shine stand. They declared to all passers-by 
that here they could get the best shine in town, and 
that they could have their shoes shined to a mirror 
finish. 

Inside, I soon found that any customer who would 
listen was treated to a free discourse on life along 
with his “mirror shine.” It became immediately evi- 
dent to me that the elderly colored man who worked 
there alone was scrupulously honest and truthful 
about what he had to say, as well as conscientious 
about the work he did on your shoes. When I com- 
mended him for this, he stated with disarming sin- 
cerity, “I was born to shine shoes. Every man is born 
to do something; I was born to shine shoes. That is 
my calling.” 

Some may criticize an attitude that had no higher 
ambition than to shine shoes, but I commend that 
old man for the seriousness with which he ap- 
proached his task. To us, shining shoes might be a 
lowly and menial task, but to him it was a profession 
or a calling. He did not approach it timidly or list- 
lessly, but instead went about his work with enthu- 
siasm and industry. If he must be a bootblack, then 
he would be the best one in town, and such he de- 
termined to be. He found joy in his labor, and this 
joy removed the tedium from the labor. 

In the course of the conversation I discovered him 
to be a sincere born-again Christian. This colored 
gentleman had no higher call to labor than to shine 
shoes; but, after all, I reflected, God needs boot- 
blacks who will be serious about Him and their labor. 
After all, are we not admonished by the Scriptures, 
“Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might”? This attitude elevated shining shoes to the 
status of a calling, and the man who would so serious- 
ly consider his work not only would make a good boot- 
black, but also would succeed in any other calling. 

You can make anything you do tedious labor, or a 
calling in which and through which you can work for 
God. There is a real need today for men and women 
who feel a calling into tasks other than the ministry. 

The Sunday School class you teach can be a calling 
or a bothersome burden to you. It all depends upon 
how you approach the work. If you think it is a bur- 
den, then it will be a burden, and if you long for re- 
lease from it, then the yoke of it will become heavier 
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than you can bear. If you regard the task as an op- 
portunity to serve God and as a challenge to be the 
very best teacher possible, then it will no longer be a 
task or a burden, but will be a calling that is de- 
lightful to perform. If each week’s preparation for the 
lesson finds you endeavoring only to find something 
to occupy the time until the class period is over, then 
you certainly were not born to teach a Sunday School 
class and do not feel the calling. However, if each 
week finds you approaching the lesson with eagerness 
and anticipation, you have made your work a calling 
and will find it a pleasure to perform. Anyone can 
feel this calling to teach if he will approach teaching 
with the proper attitude. The matter is not so much 
how you feel, but how you think; for when you think 
properly toward a thing, that will give you the proper 
feeling toward it. 

It is not necessary for me to point out a great num- 
ber of tasks that can be elevated into callings by a 
proper attitude. You can apply that truth to your 
own particular case. You can make work in the Ladies’ 
Willing Workers’ Band a calling instead of bother- 
some labor if you will regard it as a field in which 
you will excel and as an opportunity to work for the 
Lord. The same is true of music and singing, or even 
work in the altar. It is true of the job at which you 
make your living and the relationship and opportun- 
ities for service you find in your community or neigh- 
borhood. 


Many persons accomplish little in the things they do 
because they are constantly searching for something 
else to do, something that seems to have a little more 
honor attached to it. You will have more opportunities 
for service than you can meet if you will approach 
each task as a calling instead of drudgery. If the 
thing you must do prohibits you from doing things 
you would like to do, you can spend your time in 
fretting until you are frustrated and defeated, or you 
can accept the task you must do as the task you were 
meant to do and you can find joy in the doing. 


HOouSEWIVES PARTICULARLY need to 
understand this. The confining labor of keeping heuse 
and rearing children often gives a woman a sense of 
uselessness and fruitlessness. While others are out 
working for the Lord, they must remain at home with 
the tedious and monotonous tasks that never are quite 
done. You may chafe under such rigor until you not

HE DUTIES of a pastor’s 

wife are seldom realized 

by the church. Many peo- 
ple are not aware of the many 
added tasks she encounters in 
her home as well as those she 
shares in the work of her hus- 
band. She finds herself divided 
between two jobs, each worthy 
of her full time. 

Frequently she is confused by 
the conflict that arises between 
her public duties and her domes- 
tic responsibilities. She is har- 


assed by the question, “Should 
the needs of my family be neg- 
lected to render service to the 
church?” 

A few thoughtless members 
feel that the pastor’s wife is ob- 
ligated to go with him on all 
occasions which demand his 
presence. Her duties are first to 
her children and her husband 
and then to her husband’s pro- 
fession. Pastor’s children suffer 
many times by unfair demands 
that churches make upon their 





mothers. Instead of being at 
home to give them the maternal 
care they should have, the pas- 
tor’s wife is sometimes forced to 
be on the go with her husband. 
This is asking too much of her, 
her husband, and her children. 

A pastor’s wife also has more 
difficulty in carrying out her 
household duties than the av- 
erage housewife. Her interrup- 
tions during the day are many. 
She must receive all callers at 
the parsonage and entertain 
them graciously regardless of 
what chores are being neglected. 
Much of her time is wasted 
through unnecessary telephone 
calls made by those who are not 
aware of how many calls have 
gone before or how many will 
follow. Yet she must show con- 
cern for all who call regardless 
of how needless the call may be. 

Despite the heavy role she 
plays, she should not shirk any 
of the duties she owes the 
church. Yet church members 
should exercise care in making 
demands of her, for her duties 
are double. She has assumed 
these noble roles because her 
husband has chosen it for her. 
They are as endless as the rain- 
bow and as variegated as its 
colors. Grace to those who are 
brave enough to assume such 
a role! 














only are unable to do the things you want to do, but 
also are a failure at the thing you have to do. In- 
stead of bearing this double defeat you shall regard 
the labor of homemaking as your labor for the Lord 
and as your chance to offer Him service. With this 
attitude, your labor is indeed a calling, and your suc- 
cess in that calling will make you a profitable serv- 
ant of the Lord. God needs good homemakers and 
good mothers as much as He needs good ministers 
and good teachers. Perhaps you were born to keep 
house and to rear children. Eventually you may un- 
derstand this truth, but you may not do so until you 
have failed in your task, unless you have the proper 
attitude toward it at the time it is your task. 
Horace Bushnell has said that 
God has a definite life plan for every human 
person, girding him, visibly or invisibly, for 
some exact thing which it will be the true 
significance and glory of his life to have 
accomplished. 


If your life is dedicated and consecrated to the Lord, 
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He is working out a life plan for you. It may be in 
the form of menial labor and it may be in the form 
of conspicuous service, but regardless it will glorify 
Him only when you accept it as a calling in which 
you must do your very best and as your opportunity 
to do Him service. If you are a mechanic, determine 
to be the best mechanic you know—for God needs 
good mechanics. If you are a factory worker, deter- 
mine to do your particular job as well or better than 
anyone else—for God needs good factory workers. If 
you are a secretary, determine to be among the very 
best of secretaries—for God needs your service in 
that field. Your labor can be a wearisome and mo- 
notonous routine and drudge, or it can be a high and 
respectable life calling and opportunity for Christian 
service. Whatever your labor, be sure you do it well.

Recently I, along with other 
interested church leaders, attended 
the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Statisticians convening in 
the Interchurch Center, Riverside 
Drive, New York City.

Conrad Taueber, Assistant Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of the Census, as 
he lectured to us a short ninety 
minutes on the theme, “What’s 
New About the 1960 Census of 
Population?’ One of the highlights,

increased a record twenty-eight 
million in ten years. I thought of 
the 3,139 Church of God Sunday 
Schools when we were told that 
the census record revealed that the 
number of school-age children had 
increased fifty per cent since 1950.

We must plan now for a great 
increase in Sunday School and 
church attendance and member- 
ship. This census revealed that the 
most rapid growth is in the older 
and younger groups, i.e., under five 
years, and sixty-five years and up. 
Think of the ever-increasing num- 
ber of children and teen-agers in 
America who should be members 
of Sunday School classes and 
churches. This number will in- 
crease greatly in three to five 
years. It is also noteworthy that 
our population has been increased 
by three million immigrants who 
have come to our country since 
1950 and are now citizens of the 
United States. This decade ahead 
will be crucial, decisive years— 
years that may weigh us in the 
balances—times that will try men’s 
souls.

THE ENIGMA OF PRAYER PART 1 


PETITIONARY PRAYER 


nEAL PRAYING IS ALMOST A 
LOST ART AMONG MANY 
PENTECOSTALS: 


“Men ought always to pray and 
not to faint,” Luke 18:1. 


F THE THREE kinds of 
O prayer, I would like to take 

the first for a subject. I am 
speaking of petitionary praying. 
Perhaps at a later time I will deal 
with the other two, intercessory, 
and communion. 

The benefits of prayer, according 
to the Holy Writ, were first realized 
by the descendants of Seth, the 
third son of Adam and Eve. In 
Genesis 4:26, right in the front 
of God’s Word, it states, “then be- 
gan men to call upon the name 
of the Lord.” Prayer since then 
has lubricated the wheels of time 
for the saints of God. The pages of 
the eternal Record are sprinkled 
with the prayers of the saints. 
Jacob petitioned God, as did Isaiah, 
Hezekiah, and Simeon. Abraham 
and Moses interceded in prayer. 
Jesus communed with God in 
prayer, as well as Peter on the 
housetop, and Paul and Silas in 
the Philippian jail. Intercessory 
prayer is a prayer prayed for some- 
one else. Communion asks nothing 
but communes with God. Petition 
is the prayer prayed for the one 
who is praying. It is the latter on 
which I seek to enlarge in this 
message. 

The absolute truth of Scriptural 
petitionary praying is found in the 


words of John, “. . . if we ask any- 
thing according to his will, he 
heareth us: And... we know that 


we have the petitions that we de- 
sired of him (1 John 5:14, 15). 
Petitioning God for a need for 
oneself is the whole of petition- 
ary praying. The soul that is out 
of tune with God cannot hope to 
prevail in rightful praying. The 
soul must regain its fellowship with 
God before profitable praying can 
be realized. Then prayer can be 
effective towards gaining the ful- 
fillment of answered prayer. 
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Of the scores of prayers men- 
tion in the blessed Word, only about 
sixteen fail to record the definite 
answer. This does not imply God 
did not answer them, but the rec- 
ords do not definitely state such. 
Scores upon scores of times the 
Word gives the answer of prayer. 

One minister said, “God always 
answers prayer. He answers in one 
of three different ways: Yes, No, 
or Wait.” He went on to say, “We 
can hear the yes, but cannot hear 
the no and wait. Yet, it can be 
truthfully said that God has still 
answered them” 

Prayer, as preaching, by the 
letter KILLETH, but the Spirit 
giveth LIFE. “Being built up on 
your most holy faith, praying in 
the Holy Ghost” is the spiritual 
admonition of Jude. Prayers with- 
out the Spirit are almost useless 
words. One must pray as the words 
of Herbert Buffum’s song suggests, 
“Pray until you pray and you will 
pray the clouds away.” It often 
becomes necessary to PRAY until 
we can PRAY. “Clouds are like the 
snow; when shines the sun, they 
all must go.” Prayer is the sun of 
your life! Let the gloomy clouds 
hang low, but prayer will dispel 
them. Sunshine and clouds do not 
live in the same house for long. 
Lethargy and indifference are soon 
dispersed when prayer is made.

Petitionary prayers cannot set 
standards for God to work by. They 
must be “according to his will.” 
One must determine God’s will 
daily through prayer. Individual 
acts and deeds are the determining 
factors of God’s will. The will of 
God is not a palatial residence; it 
is made of acts and deeds done. 
This process must vehemently de- 
pend upon prayer. Prayer and an- 
alyses of one’s life can very well 
shape and mold a successful life 
of a Christian. Selfishness is not 
good Christianity, let alone good 
praying conditions. Selfish motives 
in prayer will likely fail to bring 
anything but disappointment. Every 
prayer should be to the glory of 
God. Even though petitionary pray- 
ing is for oneself, it is to glorify 
God. “We are not our own, we 
are bought with a price, therefore 
glorify God in your body and spirit 
which are God’s.” 


PETITIONARY praying 
brings salvation! Petitionary pray- 
ing brings sanctification to the 
believer! Petitionary praying pre- 
pares the temple for the Holy 
Ghost! Petitionary praying brings 
healing for the petitioner! It is 
God’s will to save, sanctify, fill 
with the Holy Ghost, and heal. 
These prayers are prayed accord- 
ing to the will of God. 

Go to the prayer room of Jacob. 
It is a wide open space of the 
wilderness near Bethel. He is about 
to meet his past sin and deception 
in Esau. Kneel at the altar with 
Isaiah, who prays for himself to 
be purged to go. Sit on the bed of 
dying Hezekiah and hear him beg 
for the extension of his life. Listen 
to the lisping tongue of the aged 
Simeon asking permission to see 
the Christ, and watch him as he 
peers through senile eyes and fon- 
dles the infant in his arms. Hear 
the wails of the blind beggar as 
he implores the Nazarene to give 
him sight, and see his eyelids 
flicker under the strain of light 
for the first time. You will see 











petitionary prayer focus the light 
of God’s will and shine it into 
your heart to reveal the true enig- 
ma of petitionary praying. 


“Dry-eyed” praying is next to 
worthless. Unless one feels the tug 
of the need, little hope of rallying 
God is possible. One must be rallied 
himself. The most touching scenes 
in the Bible are those sprinkled 
with tears. To petition God in self- 
righteousness is hypocritical. It is 
as a sparrow at a swan’s ball. The 
grace, humility, and approach of 
the swan is out of harmony with 
the flitting of the sparrow. Flitting, 
flippant, flagrant prayers are not 
accepted by God. Humility tran- 
scends all barriers and obstacles. 
Humility has a way of breaking 
away all hindrances to prayer. It 
erases the erring past. David was 
a man after God’s own heart be- 
cause “He made his bed to swim 
and watered his couch with his 
tears.” He thought so much of his 
tearful sessions of prayer that he 
asked God to “put thou my tears 
in a_ bottle.” 


Humanly embellished prayers are 
like embroidery on overalls. It is out 
of place. The needlework of the 
fruits of the Spirit and gifts of the 
Spirit are just as much out of 
place on prayerless Christians! God 
searches out the hungering hearts 
and adorns them with the beauty 
of His holiness. If we lose the art 
of praying as Pentecostals, we will 
find ourselves in a ridiculous place. 
Our pews will empty. Our altars 
will be barren. Our church mem- 
bers will occupy hospital beds. The 
sanctuary will become a morgue. 


When we will feel concerned, 
we will do something. We cannot 
be concerned about the condition of 
the church when our own condition 
is unadjusted. Revival will begin 
with us as individuals, not as a 
collective church. When we pray 
and revive, the church will revive. 


The church‘has wandered 
through many trials, seeking for 
revival. We came to an opening 
a few years ago, when we thought 
we needed bigger crowds and music 
was the thing of the day. The more 
instruments and the better he could 
sing, the more in demand a man 
was. That failed us. Then came the 


era when we thought an “ex” 
would bring us the crowd and re- 
vival. Ex-gamblers and ex-movie 
stars were sought, along with any 
other “ex,” all to no avail. Then 
came that time when the tendency 
was to preach on prophecy. God 
bless the man who preaches pro- 
phecy. I would not disparage it 
whatever. We need it, and it is so 
important to us, but the revival 
did not come while we looked to 
Germany, Italy, and Russia, for 
the antichrist. In reality we looked 
everywhere but where we should 
have looked—to Jesus Christ and 
His coming. That did not bring a 
revival. 





After World War II, a revival of 
healing broke out. Men commer- 
cialized, sermonized, and ceremon- 
ialized healing until it was hard 
for the true man of God to work 
in this capacity, lest he be branded. 
A revival did not come to all who 
had claimed healing. Many slipped 
back into the mire. One woman 
wanted healing, so she “could enjoy 
just one more good dance.” Another 
wanted to be healed so he could 
live. He was dying and he was not 
fit nor ready to die. On and on it 
went. Fanaticism became common- 
place. Heretics arose. Some people 
were disappointed and lost all faith. 
Others held on by a bare thread, 
knowing better than to accuse God, 
but they were confused by the maze 
of failures thrust upon them by 
men and women who were immoral 
and nothing short of philanderers 
and bigots. 


The day finally came when the 
clarion call of Zechariah’s pro- 
phecy was clearly heard. “Not by 
might nor by power, but by my 
spirit saith the Lord.” The secret 
is out. It is not by show, display, 
nor sensation, but by the power of 
the Spirit of God It came and does 
come by petitionary praying. 

“Elijah was a man subject to 
like passions as we are.” He prayed; 
things happened. “Men ought al- 
ways to pray and not to faint.” 
When Elijah prayed, something 
happened. You can also move God 
into action by your prayers. 

The length of the petitionary 
prayer does not seem too important. 
Elijah’s sixty-three words caused 
fire to fall from heaven. Again he 
prayed seven times before he saw 
the cloud. 

Jacob prayed and met Esau. Jo- 
nah prayed and revived Nineveh! 
Hezekiah prayed and his life was 
lengthened! Paul prayed and a 
church was established! What has 


_your prayer done? 


A clock-watched prayer will avail 
but little. I have intense pity for a 
Christian who has not spent a full 
hour in continuous praying. He has 
missed the cream of prayer. Prayer 
is work, but so is the world’s sing- 
ing, dancing, gambling, and shout- 
ing, but since when does the devil 
point it out to the worlding? He 
points to the results. In the results 
he promises joy and happiness. 

Above all, prayer reveals God to 
man through Jesus Christ. We know 
God only through prevailing prayer. 
Our sword is whetted in prayer. 
Our oil is ignited by prayer. Our 
voice is anointed by prayer. You 
will be made quicker by the closet 
than from the classroom. You will 
receive more from the closet than 
from the ordinary pulpit. You will 
be showered with heaven’s best 
quicker in the closet than from the 
pulpit. You will be happier in the 
closet of prayer than in the ornate 
cathedral. You will be enthralled 
by the closet more than the 
trained robed choirs. 

Nothing, absolutely nothing will 
take the place of Pentecostal pe- 
titionary praying. Come with me 
into the closet of prayer until God 
sends us a revival of revivals.

CARIBBEAN DIARY 


By Carl Richardson 


UAINTLY NESTLED in the 
sparkling Caribbean is tiny 
Harbor Island, Bahamas. 


One can ride a bicycle over its 
three miles of paved roads and see 
the timeless way of life for many 
hundreds of interesting natives who 
make this their home. Here, as in 
most other islands and towns, you 
can see wealth and poverty, narrow 
streets, bars, churches, and schools. 
But in Harbor Island there are far 
fewer churches and schools than 
bars. 

The average Harbor Island child 
goes to school until he is fourteen 
years old and then starts to work 
as a common laborer. Practically 
no one has opportunity for higher 
education. One man, however, saw 
his need to learn, and procured his 
“Cambridge Certificate” in educa- 
tion, and taught in the one-room 
public school for six years. Hum- 
phrey Percentie was then the only 
native on Harbor Island of such dis- 
tinguished prominence. Higher 
earnings lured Humphrey from the 
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school to the night club floor of the 
elegant Pink Sands Lodge where he 
played the jazz guitar for several 
years. After he and his band re- 
corded two albums of calypso and 
goombay music for Decca records, 
Humphrey bought his own night 
club, where he entertained such 
men as Dr. Milton Eisenhower and 
movie actor Raymond Burr (Perry 
Mason). 


The young men of the island idol- 
ized Humphrey. He had taught 
many of them in school; he had 
entertained them with his band; 
he owned his own night club. But 
neither money, prestige, nor prom- 
inence satisfied him. As a lad he 
had attended the Church of God 
Sunday School, and it was at this 
altar that Humphrey Percentie 
found what he had been searching 
for all the time. He did not stop 
playing his guitar; he merely start- 
ed playing it in the Lord’s service. 
The news of his conversion spread 
through the island in a matter of 
hours. Humphrey boldly testified to 


his old friends of what Christ had 
done for him! 

One curious note, even after his 
conversion, was the fact that he 
doubted the reality of the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. But one night 
during our revival campaign in 
Harbor Island his doubts were dis- 
pelled. With warm tears streaming 
down his cheeks he sobbed, “I 
thought before tonight that per- 
haps this baptism of the Holy Ghost 
was some sort of psychological 
trick, but I discovered for myself 
tonight that it is a genuine experi- 
ence from the Lord. Whatever He 
wants me to do... I’m willing. ...” 

He was baptized the following 
Sunday morning at six o’clock and 
was added to the church. A few 
days later he received his call to 
preach, and he is now evangelizing 
the spiritually destitute outislands 
of the Bahamas and the Caribbean. 
This is not the end of the Hum- 
phrey Percentie story. It is only 
the beginning ... a glorious new 
beginning in Christ and in His 
ministry.
